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Report of Executive Committee 
Meeting at Danville. 

The democratic executive committee 
of the 13th Judicial District of Ken- 
tucky met at Danville at 10 o’clock 
Monday morning to consider the peti- 
tion of over 2,000 democrats In the dis- 
trict for a primary election. 

The committee requested those can- 
didates who were preseol lo uerson, 
and by representatives, to make any 
suggestions they desired 

J. M Rotbwell, a candidate from 
Garrard for Commonwealth's attorney, 
arose and earnestly requested that the 
rece for the nomination for Common- 
wealth’s attorney be lo some wav sepa- 
rated from the overshadowing race for 
the judgeship, aod asked for a separate 
primary election at a different time to 
determine that particular nomination 

Judge John W. Hughes, a candidate 
for tbe tame office from Mercer, in en 
energetic speech, made tbe same de- 
mand In the Interest of fairness aod 
harmony. 

Hon J. 3 Owsley, Jr., a candidate 
for tbe same office from Liocolo, made 
the same demand lo deference to tbe 
unquestioned desire of the parly lo the 
district. 

Judge Hen F. Roach, of Mercer, rep- 
resen itrg Mr W. Coon Bell, .a'd that 
Mr B< l 1 had aenounoed lilruw If after 
| the call for • convention and Lit that 
he we* es lopped from objecting to the 
convention method and was satlsflad 
with It. 

Mr. Robert Harding, a candidate for 
the judgeship from Boyle, had oo rep- 
resentative other than those In the 
committee who were popularly suppos- 
ed to represent him. 

Col. W.G. Welch, of Llncolo, rep- 
resenting Judge M. C. Seufley, said 
there was unquestionably lo the dis- 
trict a strong aod sincere desire among 
democrats for a primary, and that If 
there were DO objections, aod there 
I seemed to be oooe, to tbe absolute fair- 
net* to all candidates of a primary 
slectloo, It seemed plain that It was 
not only right but good politics In a 
cloey district lo pay some respect and 
deference to the pronounced wish of 
tbe party. While each demo oral lo a 
contest for the nomination desired bis 
choice lo wla now, weall, aa democrats, 
desired the nomlaeee to win In tbe floal 
race The committee could not at the 
ouUet afford, simply for tbe pride of 
opinion, to effroot so targe an element, 
In fact a majority of our owo party and 
endanger It# sue jess In tbe final race 
Be said furtbsr that lbs request* of 
three out of four of the oandldale* for 
Commonwealth's attorney were justaod 
reasonable and that lhay could be rally 
met by reeeladleg tbe former lll-ooo- 
tldrred order for a cooveotlon aod 
calling a primary uoder the law, rully 
safe-guarded agalost any possibility of 
fraud, and lo which each democrat In 
tbe district oouid express his Individ 
ual preference, not only In the judge's 
raoe, but also lo the race for Common- 
wealth's auoreey. 

The committee then retired for coa 
slderatloa. 

Mr. Reed Nichole, the oommltieemao 
from Boyle, moved that tbe committee 
stand by their call for a cooveotlon 
Hon R C. Warren moved as a substi- 
tute that the former action calltog a 
convention be rescinded. 

Thoeuoetltuta motion failed to re- 
oetve a second, and tbe original being 
put, was carried by a vote of three to 
one, Boyle, Garrard and Mercer voting 
for It and Liocolo agalnet It. 

Tba committee then adjourned. 

We sincerely regret that for some 
political reasons Judge Thomas 
Morrow hes withdrawn from the race 
for tbe nomination for Circuit Judge lo 
hie district. Judge Morrow was a suc- 
cessful and accomplished lawyer — tbe 
nominee of ble party for Govenor, and 
when he was elected judge he brought 
excellent native abllliives. rather un- 
usual scholastic aod profeaslooal cul- 
ture and wide experience to the judi- 
cial service of his State He had serv- 
ed well In the Federal army aod risen 
to the rank of Golooel. He has beeo 
on the bench three terms, ^d his Im- 
partiality, Integrity, courtesy, Industry 
aod competency have been recognised 
aod admired by every one who practic- 
ed loeoy of bis courts and by those 
who were familiar wtth hi* career as 
judge. The republicans aod demo 
crats uolted In commendation aod con- 
fidence.— Lexington Herald.
